Northern  Pecans  and  English  Walnuts.  Our  Pecans  are  natives  of  Indi- 
ana, Illinois  and  Kentucky,  thin  shell;  prolific  bearers;  transplant  read- 
ily; bear  young. 

Pecans  are  budded  on  4 and  5 year  seedlings,  giving  strong  Root  System 
full  of  vitality;  should  not  be  compared  with  Southern  Trees  worked  on 
one  and  two  year  stocks.
